wherein said information stored in the sub-storage section 
is updated in accordance with the updated information received via 
said interface. 



5. Brief Identification of principal arguments: Applicant argued that language 
similar to the proposed new claim would overcome the Examiner's § 1 12 rejection. 

6. Indication of other pertinent matters discussed: Applicant discussed how to best 
overcome the Examiner's objection to the specification. 

7. Results of Interview: No agreements were reached.
